4. Functions 


The functions of the Samiti is to render advice to Ministry of Heavy Industries and Public Enterprises with regard to 
the progressive use of Hindi in Official work an implementation of the provisions of the Official Language policy laid down 
and instructions issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs, Department of Official Language.

6. Travelling Allowance and other Allowances 

Non Official members of the Samiti will be paid travelling allowance and daily allowance for attending meetings of 
the Samiti at the rates prescribed as per O.M. No. II/20034/4/86-O.L. (A-2) dated 22nd January, 1987 of the Department of 
Official Language and in accordance with the prescribed rates and rules as amended from time to time by the Government of 
India. 

7. General 

The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New Delhi, but it may hold its meetings at any other station also. All the 
Correspondence relating to the Samiti shall be made with Joint Secretary and Member Secretary, Department of Heavy 
Industry, Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi.

RESOLUTION 

In pursuance of the recommendations of Sanskrit Commission Submitted in November, 1957, this Ministry been 
constituting a Central Sanskrit Board (CSB) to advise the central Government in various matters relating to Sanskrit, for a 
period of three years at a time. The board was last constituted in September 2002, vide this Ministry’s Resolution number 
F.No.41-2/2002-Skt.I dated 26.09.2002. Tenure of the last Board so constituted ended in September 2005. 

2. The question of instituting a more effective institutional mechanism for the preservation, promotion and 
development of the rich heritage of Sanskrit, along with that of Pali and Prakrit, has been under the consideration of the 
Government for some time, and the Central Government have now decided to constitute a “Rashtriya Saanskrit Parishad” 
with the following role, functions and composition. 

2.1 Role 

The main role of the Rashtriya Sanskrit Parishad would be to: 

(i) preserve and develop the rich heritage of Sanskrit along with that of Pali and Prakrit, and 

(ii) to raise levels of awareness and appreciation for this rich heritage among the people both for its own sake, as 
well as to enable them to indentify with Sanskrit as the “mother” of most modern Indian Language. 

2.2 Functions 

Subject to the above general role, specific functions of the Parishad shall be as follows: 

(1) To advise Central Government, State Government, UGC, Universities, Research Institutions, NCERT, National 
Council for Teachers’ Education (NCTE) etc. in regard to the following matters pertaining to Sanskrit. 

(i) Formulation, implementation and monitoring of policies, plans, programmes and schemes for preservation, 
development and propagation of the language (in India as well as aboard). 

(ii) Co-ordination of pattern of education and structure of courses at different levels (including standardization of 
syllabi, examinations and degree; and qualifications of different types of teachers and their training). 

(iii) Improvement and development of Pathshalas and other institutions of Education as well as Research. 

(iv) Development of improved textbooks 

(v) Use of information Communicating Technology (ICT) and electronic & print media for the propagation of 
Sanskrit. 

(vi) Promotion and Coordination of research in Sanskrit. 

(vii) International collaboration in preservation, propagation and development of Sanskrit. 

(2) To coordinate the work of Universities, Deemed Universities, State Sanskrit Academies, and other premier 
institutions engaged in propagation, education and research pertaining to Sanskrit. 

(3) To act as a forum for exchange of ideas and clearing house of information among above institutions. 

(4) To perform the above function, mutatis mutandis, for Pali and Prakrit as well.

The parishad shall consist of the following, namely:—

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2. Minister of State (Human Resource Development) - Vice-Chairman (ex-officio)

shall be Professors of 
Sanskrit in Universities) 

(b) Pali 1 

(c) Prakrit 1 

4. Ex-officio Members 

(i) Chairman, UGC 

(ii) Vice Chancellors of all Sanskrit Universities of the Country. 

(iii) Vice Chairman, Maharishi Sandipani Rashtriya Ved Vidya Pratishthan, Ujjain 

(iv) Director, Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, Pune 

(v) Chairman or Directors of half the members of state Sanskrit Academies nominated by, rotation. 

(vi) Director, NCERT

(UNESCO), a specialised agency of the United Nations, since its inception in 1946, the Government of India established an 
interim Indian National Commission for Cooperation with UNESCO (hereinafter referred to as the Commission) in 1949 
which was replaced by a permanent Commission in 1951. Since, then it has been reconstituted from time to time. 

2. In accordance with the provisions of Government of India Resolution No. 13-5/80-INC dated November 24, 1981 as 
amended vide Resolution No. 13-1/88-INC dated 17.11.1988 and Notification No. 5-37/98-INC dated 3rd April, 2001, the 
Commission is reconstituted as under : - 

A. Office bearers 

(a) The Minister of Human Resource Development shall be the President of the Commission. He/She shall 
preside over the meetings of the Commission. 

(b) India’s designated member on the Executive Board of UNESCO and Permanent Representative of India to 
UNESCO will be permanent invitees to the meetings of the Commission.

3. Committees : 

The President may also appoint committees of the Commission for such special purposes as may be considered 
necessary. The Composition, terms of reference, terms of office and other details about such committees shall be prescribed 
by the President separately in each case. 
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4. Functions : 

The Commission has the following functions : 

a) To promote understanding of the objects and purposes of UNESCO among the people of the Republic of 
India; 

b) To serve as a liaison agency between the Government of India and the institutions concerned with the working 
for the advancement of education, science, culture and communication; 

c) To co-operate with the Government departments and with services, organisations and institutions concerned 
with questions within UNESCO’s competence; 

d) To encourage participation of national, governmental and non-governmental institutions and various 
individuals in the formulations and execution of UNESCO’s programmes so as to secure for UNESCO all the 
intellectual, scientific, artistic or administrative assistance that it may require; 

e) To collaborate with National Commissions of Asia and the Pacific and with UNESCO’s Regional Offices and 
centres in fostering regional, sub - regional and bilateral co-operation in education, the sciences, culture and 
communication, particularly through the joint formulation and execution of programmes; 

f) To disseminate information on the objectives, programme and activities of UNESCO and endeavour to nurture 
public interest in these; and 

g) To advise the Government of India on matters relating to UNESCO. 

5. The term of office of the Individual Members shall be four years. It shall, however, be open to the Government of 
India to dissolve and reconstitute the Commission earlier than four years or to extend the term of individual members until 
the reconstitution of the Commission on the expiry of the four year term. 

6. The term of office of the Institutional Members shall be four years, unless the Commission is dissolved or 
reconstituted by the Government earlier than the completion of four years term or the term is extended pending reconstitution 
of the Commission. 

7. Each Institutional Member shall have the right to send a representative to the meetings of the Commission or the 
Sub - Commission as the case may be. Such representative shall participate in discussions and shall also have the right to 
vote. 


8. The President may direct the co-option of additional members to the Commission for any specialised purpose or to 
invite specialists for any meeting of the Commission or its Committees. 

9. Each Sub - Commission shall elect its own Chairman, Vice - Chairman and Rapporteur who shall hold office for a 
period of one year. 

10. Vacancies of individual members arising due to the death, continued illness, resignation or otherwise shall be filled 
for the unexpired portion of the term only. 

11. Meetings : Each Sub Commission and the Commission shall meet as often as necessary. 

12. Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance : 

The expenditure on the travelling allowance and daily allowance of individual members of the Commission who are 
not working with any Government, Ministry/ Department / Quasi - Governmental Organisation/ autonomous organisation 
sponsored or established by any Ministry/Department of the Government of India will be met out of the funds of the Indian 
National Commission for Cooperation with UNESCO. For all other Individual and Institutional Members, the expenditure on 
their TA and DA will be met by the Ministry / Department / Organisation to which, they are attached. 

13. The Secretariat and funds for the activities of the Commission shall be provided by the Department of Higher 
Education.

3. FUNCTIONS: 

The functions of this Samiti will be to advise the Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment (Department of Social 
Justice & Empowerment & Department of Empowerment of Persons with Disability) for effective implementation of Official 
Language in its working and matters related thereto. 

4. TENURE: 

The tenure of the members of the Committee will normally be three years from the date of its reconstitution, 
provided that: 

(i) Members nominated from Lok Sabha and Rajya Sabha shall cease to be the members of the Samiti as soon as 
soon as they cease to be the Members of Parliament. 

(ii) The ex-officio members of the Committee shall continue so long as they hold office by virtue of which they 
are members of the Committee; and 

(iii) If a vacancy arises in the Samiti due to resignation, death etc. of a member, the member appointed in that 
vacancy will hold office for the residual term of the Committee. 

5. GENERAL: 

The Headquarters of the Committee shall be at New Delhi, but Samiti can hold its meetings in any other place other than 
Delhi, if necessary. 
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6. T.A/D.A. & Other Allowences 

The Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, vide their Office 
Memorandum II/20034/04/2005-O.L. (Policy-2), dated 03 Februarry, 2006 has stated that as the 15 non-official members 
include 6 Members of Parliament, nominated in the Hindi Salahakar Samitis constituted by Central Ministries/Departments, 
so the provision regarding traveling/daily allowance is made more elaborate in the following manner:- 

(a) The Members of Parliament nominated in the Samiti will be paid Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance as per 
the provisions in the "Members of Parliament (Salary, Allowance and Pension) Act, 1954", amendments issued from time to 
time and rules made thereunder. 

(b) Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance to other non-official members of the Samiti will be paid as per the 
guidelines contained in the Department of Official Language O.M. No. II/22034/04/86-OL(A-2) dated 22nd January, 1987 
and in accordance with the prescribed rates and rules as amended from time to time by the Government of India. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to all Ministries/Departments of Government of India, all 
State Governments and Union Territory Administrations, President's Secretariat, Prime Minister's Office, Cabinet Secretariat, 
Committee of Parliament on Official languages. Ministry of Parliament Affairs, Lok Sabha Secretariat, Rajya Sabha 
Secretariat, Niti Ayog, Comptroller and Auditor General of India, Accountant General Central Revenaue, Pay & Accounts 
Officer, Ministry of Social Justice and Empowerment (Department of Social Justice & Empowerment and Department of 
Empowerment of Persons with Disability). 

Ordered also that a copy of this Resolution be published in the Gazette of India for general information.
